FREE LIBRARY. 


Since the library was dedicated and opened to the general 
use of the townspeople the trustees have added materially 
to the personal library of the late Henry M. Baker given us 
as a foundation upon which to build, so that there are now © 
on its shelves a fair showing of books of modern fiction, of 
books for children and of books upon agriculture, as well as 
sets of standard authors, books of reference and the like. 
On the library tables can be found a goodly assortment of 
periodicals—something to suit nearly every taste. The 
librarian has prepared a list of books which will be printed 
with this report and to which we would respectfully call your 
attention. We believe it will interest you. We would urge 
‘upon the people of the town a more general use of the library 
and its facilities than seems to have been made up to this 
time. From such data as is available it would appear that 
not over twenty per cent of the residents of the town use 
the library in any way. Many have never been inside it, 
do not know how it looks nor what it may have of value and 
interest to offer.

SCHOOL REPORT. 


To Citizens of the School District of Bow: 


Owing to changes in school laws two years ago, changing 
the financial and school year so as to close on August 31st 
instead of February 15th and July 15th respectively, as 
formerly, we have only the work covering the spring term of 
1918 to submit to you. | 

The report which will come to you in the spring of 1920 
will cover the period beginning September 1, 1918, and 
ending August 31, 1919. This will make reports to the Tax 
Commissioner and to the Department of Public Instruction 
harmonizing with the reports which will be submitted to 
you next year. 

Thirteen weeks of schooling were provided in the spring of 
1918 partly making up for losses occasioned by the bad 
weather of the preceding winter. 

Seven schools were maintained during this period and the 
work for the term was in most cases satisfactory. 

Transportation of scholars, from one school to another, 
will more and more demand the attention of school boards 
in the future and will form a considerable item of expense in 
your report. 

We will call your attention to the fact that the appropria- 
tion which you vote at the annual meeting of this year will 
be for the year beginning September 1, 1919, and that the 
report, on the expenditure of this, will not come into your 
hands until the annual meeting of 1921. | 

We find a spirit of helpfulness generally prevailing among 
the citizens of the district which has in several instances 
made itself felt by helpful service and contribution of 
material that has operated to the benefit of the schools. 

While visitation by parents and others is lacking, owing 
probably to unusual conditions, we hope, now that the war 
is over, that renewed interest will be taken in our schools by 
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personal visitation. The teachers and scholars will greatly 
appreciate this. 

In making suitable provision for the schools it oft happens 
that specific appropriations are over-run and it has been 
necessary to draw on other accounts to make up these 
deficiencies. 

This is hardly legal, although generally followed in the 
past, and we would suggest, if proper to do, that specific 
appropriations be so worded that unexpended balances 
in such appropriations go into the general fund to be used 
as the needs of the district require.
